Demand was 
greater than supply, They had 
to toss up to settle who went 
up. Dobson won—and = was 
thrilled. 


FIRST CHALLENGE 


So thrilled that he was soon 
working for the airplane firm of 
A. V. Roe, in Manchester. 

Sir Roy lit a second cigar. W° 
moved on to his second rule for 
success, . 

The first challenge to Dobson's 
faith {n airplanes came ln the 
years that followed the 1918 
peace, 

He was thom managing the 
A. V. Roe business here. A new 
boss came in and wai ted to turn 
the whole lot over to making 
car bodes. 

Dobson said the gould produco 
them better and cheaper than 
anyone. But he insisted on 
building airplanes too. 

"I was threatencd with the 
sack,” Sir‘Roy recalls. “But [ 
would bot budge. And 
eventually the boss gave way." 

We ‘switched to his third 
rule for success—never be the 
one to give waty when you feel 
you are right.

STARTED ON LOAN 


But dollarg were even shorter 
then than they are now. For 
once it seemed as if Dobson 
would have to be the ong to 
give way, 

He borrowed 1,070 doliars from 
a Canadian friend and formed a 
company In Canada, 

From the Canadian Govern- 
ment he then bought a wartime 
airplane factory on “never- 
never” terms, 

Half the profits were to be 
used to pay off the debt, A 
Canadiun bank lent worklng 
capital to be repnid from the 
other half. 

In the 10 ycars since, the 
Huild-up has been immense, 

With assets of 100 million 
dolinrs A. V."Roe Canada ts 
now among Britain’s biggest 
aversens investments.

The 
offerter in this case was a vic- 
tim of clreumstances over which 
he had ho control....in Brad- 
ley’s case, however, there war 
no douht that he could have 
placed himself onside if he had 
tried....and there was of course 
adequate time for the referee to 
have given a decision long before 
a defenter played the ball. ... 


In a lecture to fellow refertes
